su bstitu te for all the first-born, the 
tribe of Lev i was chosen to act 
as 
priests. 
By this, howev er, the Hebrew 
parents were not ex empt from the pre­ 
sentation of their first-born to God. 
By reason of the choosing of the Le- 
v ites, the first-born son of the family 
wa s released from priestly serv ice on 
the pay m ent of a certain am ou nt of 
redem ption money . 


^esepli a na Ma ry being 
righteous 
pa rents, obey ed this la w a nd presented 
the Christ child in the temple. In thus 
presenting the child, these 
pa rents 
rea lized the grea t truth, which a ll pa r­ 
ents should rea lize, tha t our children 
belong to God, a nd a re but loa ned to 
us. 
Christia n pa rents should imita te 
the exa mple of J oseph a nd Ma ry. 
Mary also made a personal offering 
a s a tok en of her appreciation of the 
goodness of God. 
It was a small gift,

giv e, and, therefore, was as accept­ 
able to God as any offering of mu ch 
higher v alu e wou ld hav e been.

W ashington, J an. 26.—Among the 
members of the house com m ittee on 
ex penditures in the state department 
there is joy . Mr. Hamlin is particular­ 
ly happy , for as he ex pressed it, “ Knox 
came up and backed water with both 
feet.” 
The latest assault on the state de­ 
partment by the com m ittee was based 
on the fact that the ex penditure by the 
department of the $20,000 Lake Cham­ 
plain celebration fund had been cov ­ 
ered by a “ secret v oucher’’ signed by 
Mr. Knox . 
The secretary of state, 
when before the committee last Mon­ 
day , refused to produce the v ouchers 
and denied the right of the com mittee 
to dig into the matter, but when he 
went away he thought things ov er and 
wrote a letter to President Taft sug­ 
g esting that the latter direct him to 
produce the v ouchers. 
This the pres­ 
ident did, and Mr. Knox appeared be­ 
fore the com mittee and gracefully pre­ 
sented the papers to the committee, 
remarking at the same tim e that the 
committee had been right all along 
and that he had been wrong and that 
an order he had just issued would pre­ 
v ent the blanketing by secret v ouch­ 
ers of ex penditures, the details of 
which should properly be public prop­ 
erty . 
Mr. Hamlin and other commit­ 
teem en after Mr. Knox left, made a 
casual inspection of the Lake Cham­ 
plain v ouchers, which they had called 
for on general principles without hav ­ 
ing the least knowledge as to their 
character. 
Inspection of the v ouchers show that 
It cost $2,19 1 to carry the French am­ 
bassador and his suite from Washing­ 
ton to Lake Champlain and back, while 
the same function was performed for 
the British ambassador's suite at an 
ex penditure of $8 9 8 . 
Of the $20,000 
in the T^ke Champlain fund—ev ery 
cent of w'hich was ex pended—$5,39 5 
went for the entertainment of g uests 
at the Hotel Champlain; $3,7 48 for aj 
stag banquet at that hostelry , and 
$243.50 for a banquet to “ the ladies.’r

receive from “M other” a box of home- 
cook ed 
things 
to 
eat, 
from 
solid 
meats, lik e turk ey and chick en, to the 
frothiest of sweets. 
^ 
Right here, good mother, y ou will 
find the paper bag 
a 
very present 
help. 
A plump Chick en, a small fine 
turk ey , bag-roasted and well drained 
and popped inside another bag, light­ 
ly greased, pack s well, can be eaten 
w’ithout a qualm, and mak es a mighty 
fine cornerstone for the upbuilding of 
a proper box. 
The box from home is the corner­ 
stone of the season’s supreme school 
or college “spread.” W herefore, mak e 
it one to honor alik e y our child and 
y our housewifery . Besides the turk ey 
pr the chick en, or the brace of duck s, 
or the nest of sm aller birds safe in 
their own gravy , put in cak es, pies, 
tarts, 
tartlets, 
sundry 
small 
and 
piquant m eat turnovers, indeed, the 
very choicest things amongst all those 
heretofore set forth as suitable for 
paper bag cook ing. 
Mak e, too, in 
quantity prick ed biscuit—they will be 
good much longer than the average 
college boy or girl can 
keep them. 
Here are a few candy suggestions 
worth consideration even by a “wo­ 
m an” freshm an—or sophomore. 
Fondant, which is the basis 
o f many 
candies, is variously made; this is as 
good a way as any I have found: To 
each cup of sugar allow a drop 
o f 
acetic acid and one-third cup of cold 
water. 
Cook in a very clean brass or 
enamel 
k ettle, 
stirring 
constantly 
until it begins to boil. Wipe off any 
dry sugar from the sides o f the k ettle, 
add the acid, cover the k ettle and 
cook w ithout further stirring at gentle 
heat until the sy rup, dropped in cold 
water, forms a soft ball. 
Pour out 
then in a flattish dish, wet with very 
cold water. 
W hen cool, not 
cold, 
w'ork with a paddle back and forth 
until white and creamy , then put in 
something deep, cover with a clean 
damp cloth, and set away to ripen. 
This formula is adapted from obser­ 
vation in a famous 
candy factory , 
where huge tubs of fondant 
stood 
month after month until the trained 
sense of the heads said it was just 
right for use. 
W hen ready to use, 
cut out a good lump, put in an earthen 
vessel and liquefy over boiling water. 
Then flavor and color to taste, and 
either dip into it blanched nuts, dates, 
figs or cry stallized 
fruit 
or 
small 
rounds of hard fondant. 
After the 
first dipping, set them upon a wire 
rack over a bowl to drain and harden. 
Dip a second time if y ou w ant the 
candies very superior. If there is not 
time for this, roll while still soft in 
powdered sugar and set on waxed pa­ 
per to dry and harden. 
Fondant thus liquid, colored pink , 
green or y ellow, flavored with mint 
and dropped from a spoon-tip upon 
waxed paper, mak es delectable mint 
cream. 
Any other flavor can be used 
instead of mint. W ith orange or lemon 
flavor, after 
dropping 
the 
creams, 
sprink le while still soft with finely 
ground nuts, or stick a tiny bit of 
eocoanut in the center. Cocoanut cut 
to shape and cream 
nuts, 
shelled 
whole, mak e fine candies if thev are 


first co v ered with stiff fo ndant“ and 
then dipped in the melted stuff, which 
has been made rich with cho co late. 
Here, as elsewhere, put in a v ery 
little brandy with the cho co late, as a 
means o f accenting its flav o r. 
Fruit squares are g o o d. 
To make 
them, take equal quantities o f seeded 
raisins, well chopped dates cut 
small, 
fig s steam ed and cut up fine, shred­ 
ded citro n, shredded 
candied 
peel, 
shredded fresh cocoanut and shred­ 
ded blanched almonds. 
Stir all well 
together and spread without pack ing 
evenly over a well buttered flat dish. 
Pour upon the m ixture boiling hot a 
taffy made by boiling until it crack les 
in the teeth, tw'o cups sugar, with 
one-half cup vinegar and water mixed 
and one tablespoonful of butter. Let 
stand till the surface hardens slight­ 
ly , then with a w'ell-greased 
k nife 
m ark in squares. 
Break apart when 
cold and wrap in waxed paper. Pack 
the wrapped squares inside a paper 
bag. 
Lastly , be sure that alm ost the big­ 
gest cak e bagged for the box is a 
Lady McMillan, w'hich to my mind 
quite discounts Lady Baltimore. Tak e 
fo r it three and a half cups sifted 
flour, two cups sifted sugar, one cup 
black berry jam, one cup sweet milS, 
two-thirds cup creamed 
butter, five 
whole eggs or y olk s of twelve, two 
teaspoons bak ing powder, one tea­ 
spoon cinnamon, one teaspoon mixed 
cloves and allspice. 
Cream butter 
with part of sugar, add y olk s beaten 
lig ht with rest of sugar, sift flour 
with bak ing powder and add alter­ 
nately with milk and 
stiff beaten 
whites. 
Add spices mixed in 
half 
cordial, then jam. 
Bak e in 
lay ers 
put together with icing filled with 
seeded raisins and chopped English 
walnuts. 
Use plain icing on top and 
sides. 
Or bak e in a large sheet in­ 
side a bag, cut square and put to­ 
gether as directed. 
The essential 
thing is to fill a big bag with it, s oJ 
that the spread it graces shall be* 
a 
huge success.

TURNED ON POTSDAM 


Historic District Sends a Social­ 


ist Delegate. 


London. Jan. 26.—The danger of a 
clash in Belfast on Feb. 8. between the 
U lster Unionists and the supporters 
of home rule on the occasion of the 
meeting at which W inston Churchill 
first lord of the adm iralty, John Red­ 
mond, the Irish Nationalist leader, and 
others are to speak, has been consid­ 
erably lessened by the action of Mr. 
Churchill in writing a letter to the 
Marquis of Londonderry, chairm an of 
th e Belfast Unionist council, in which 
he agrees* not to speak in Ulster hall, 
which has been the mecca of Orange 
men for years, on the occasion re­ 
ferred to. 
The Orangemen have held 
all their great meetings in this particu­ 
lar hall, and they have declared for 
weeks past that it should not he pro 
faned on the night in question by a 
home rule demonstration. 
Mr. Churchill says, however, that lie 
will speak in Belfast on that night, hut 
in some other hall. 
He adds that if 
there should be any rioting on the or 
casion in question, the responsibility 
for it will rest on Ixwd Londonderry. 
Everything points to a tremendous as­ 
semblage of the two factions and seri­ 
ous trouble is anticipated. 
The action 
of Mr. Churchill has quieted 
these 
fears to some extent, though the likeli 
hood of trouble and bloodshed still 
remains. 


Audience W as Disappointed. 
Baltimore. Jeu. 26.—M argaret Ang­ 
lin. who was to have appeared in the 
leading role of Henry A rthur Jones’s 
new play, Lydia Gilmore, at its first 
production last evening at the Acad­ 
emy, is ill from nervous breakdown at 
h er hotel. 
A large audience was as­ 
sembling when the announcem ent was 
made. 


3an on Zangw ill’s New Play. 
London, Jan. 26.—The lord chamber- 
lain has refused to grant a license for 
the production here of Israel Zang- 
will’s new play the “Next Religion,’’ on 
the ground that it might wound the 
feelings of members of various relig­ 
ions. Mr. Zangwill will arrange to pro­ 
duce the play in the United States. 


Berlin, Jan. 26.—The reichstag is 
now complete, the last thirty-three re­ 
b a i t ? in the elections having been 
held. 
The Socialists secured further 
victories and now have a record m em ­ 
bership of HO In the reichstag. 
The 
"blueblack bloc,” consisting of the 
Conservatives and Centerists, which 
s u p p lie d the government, was defeat­ 
ed iii that its total membership has 
fallen from 188 to 159. There are 397 
members in the reichstag and 
the 
house stands: 
Socialists, HO; Center­ 
ists 
93; Conservatives, 66; National 
Liberals, 47; Radicals, 44; Poles, IS: 
all others, 19. 
The disappointment of the Socialists 
over the defeat of H err Duewell by 
H err Kaempf in the palace district of 
Benin was compensated for by the 
significant victory at Potsdam, where 
Liebknecht, the Socialist candidate, 
was elected. 
This is the first time 
that a kaiser district has ever been 
represented in the reichstag by a So­ 
cialist. 
It remains to he seen w hether the 
em peror will carry out the threat as­ 
cribed to him by 
the Conservative 
press, that he would quit Potsdam 
close his own and the other royal pal­ 
aces. withdraw the crack regiments 
and ruin Potsdam from a commercial 
standpoint if a Socialist were elected. 
Although the progressive parries out­ 
num ber the “bloc." there is general 
confidence that the government will 
get majorities for the proposed addi­ 
tions to the naval and military estale 
lishments. Tt is even possible that the 
new parliament will survive the full 
five-year term.

In y ears passed it has been the 
cu stom in Ru sh cou nty for the pre­ 
cinct committeemen to be an organi­ 
zation being selected in addition and 
the members thereof to hav e general 
ov ersight in the townships and wards 
of the workings of the precinct com­ 
mitteemen. 
The cou nty committee of 
31 precinct committeemen will meet 
nex t Monday and
